“Even the smallest clubs in 
Italy are far ahead of ours. 

“We have absolutely no 
future under our present set- 
up. I’m afraid soccer will 
never be more than a hobby 
here. 

“Our overall outlook, ap- 
proach and organisation 
cannot be compared with that 
in Europe.” 

Richards also hit out at the 
Australian Soccer Federation 
over its decision not to send a 
representative team to Italy to 
compete in the Viareggio 
under 21 tournament in Febru- 
ary. 

“The organisers removed 
China from the tournament to 
accommodate Australia, but 
the ASF withdrew because it 
says it cannot afford the air 
fares.

“The Viareggio tournament, 
contested by 16 teams from all 
over the world, presented us 
witha beautiful opportunity to 
help prepare our young 
players for the world youth 
championship in 1981.

Because of this, skifful, at- 
tacking, open football became 
our trademark over the years 
and proved to me that I have 
the ability to communicate 
with footballers under my 
guidance. 

“This, of course, is the most 
important attribute of any 
coach who fancies himself as a 
good one,”’ he said. 

Chaldi was also touched by 
the good wishes which poured 
in from the Jewish community 
when his appointment in Adel- 
aide became public know- 
ledge.

In spite of the loss of Jones, 
Chaldi considers he has good 
maternal at his disposal, a 
young and capable squad. 

“We have the staff, now my 
first priority is to improve the 
players’ conditions — both 
human and material. 

“The club is full of enthu- 
siasm for a new era, emula- 
ting the championship season 
of 1978, although the setup is 
not nearly as professional as it 
was with Sydney City. 

“But, we have a new com- 
mittee, people who are willing 
to devote their time and 
money to building a con- 
sistently successful soccer 
team.”

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Although most games were against 
weak opposition, Australia’s China 
tour was useful In enabling Rudi Gut- 
endorf to put together a new national 
team. 


Most of these players will be there when 
Australia fines up against Its first World Cup op- 
ponent in 1981. 

The tour served to fill at least nine of the 11 
positions in the national team. 

These nine players seem sure to hold thelr 
places: Greg Woodhouse, Steve Perry, iva 
Prskalo, Tony Henderson, Jim Tansey, Jimmy 
Rooney, Ken Boden, Eddie Krncevic, and 
Tommy Cumming. 

This leaves two positions to be filled from 
among the remaining 11 squad members and one 
or two others — Joe Picloane of Footscray, Vic 
Bozanic of West Adelaide or Jim Campbell of 
Heidelberg, for example — who were not on the 
tour. 

Gutendorf could not have been fairer In giving 
everyone a chance to show what he can do, al- 
though he did tend to go overboard with the 
number of substitutions he made. 

Some players did not travel well. Peter Shar- 
ne, Mark Jankovics, John Coyne and Bobby 
Russoll for example, did not reach the standarde 
they set for themselves back home. 

Stopper Amo Bertogna, the Western Austral- 
lan playing for Newcastle KB United, consoll- 
dated his place in the squad, and perhaps even in 
the first 11, after almost being dropped just 
before the tour. 

Gutendorf demanded his expulsion after Ber- 
togna failed to fly from Newcastle to Sydney 
for a training session but now Gutendorf halla 
him as *‘Australia’s new Manfred Schacfer."’ 

Ironically, former national coach Rale Rasic at- 
tached that title to Bobby Russell just before the 
tour started. 

Unfortunately for Bertogna, Tony Henderson 
remains the more versatile and therefore the 
more valuable player. 

Only if Henderson remains In midfield will 
Bertogna retain his position as stopper. 

If Henderson returns to centre back, Picloans 
or Campbell or perhaps Gary Byrne, may slot 
into the team as the third midfielder alongside 
Boden and Rooney. 

Certainly Gutendorf will have to strengthen 
the team’s midfield to do well against stronger 
teams. 

It’s fine using four forwards and attacking 
with gay abandon against weak teams but this 
style would be suicidal against stronger opposi- 
tion like Czechoslovakia.

The Socceroos tumbled off the 
human anthill that is Hong Kong on No- 
vember 7 and were confronted by the 
first of a series of cultural contrasts 
that would characterise their historic 
tour. 


Hong Kong screeched. Peking was calm, functional, 
pure of the ostentation of the west. 

This is the heart of China, unsullied so far by the 
forces which turned Hong Kong into a slavish disciple: 
of the dollar, and I wonder how China will filter out all 
that gerieh neon glare as it opens its doors wider to the 
world. 

After much uncertainty, during which proposed 
matches in South Korea, the Philippines and Indonesia 
were cancelled, the Socceroos enter China by train after 
going through two check-points and walking across a 
bridge at the border. 

On arrival in Canton, coach Rudi Gutendorf, as unpre- 
dictable and flamboyant as ever, startles players and 
onlookers alike by leading his men on a@ run around the 
big railway car park. A session of gymnastics follows as 
the Chinese stare and giggle. 

After a three-hour flight to Peking, we learn that none 
of Australia’s games will be against the Chinese nation- 
al team. The vice-president of the Chinese Football As- 
sociation, Chen Jialing, says China’s national team dis- 
persed after its tour of Europe, but we are to hear later 
that China is, in fact, competing elsewhere in Asia. 

Although we expect to see differences between 
Chinese and Australian soccer, it quickly is apparent 
that in some aspects, the game is the same world-wide. 

When asked to name the coach of the Shandong Prov- 
ince team which is to be Australia’s first opponent in 
Peking, Mr Cheng says: “‘I don’t know. Coaches change 
all the time.”

Interpreter Li Fung continues to be our educator in 
the ways of the Chinese. He has told me about the aver- 
age wage — about $40 a month, how the government 
encourages families to remain smait by offering grants 
to families with no more than two children. 

Outside the concubines’ quarters in the Forbidden 
City the talk turns to infidelity and adultery. Not 
allowed, says Li. What is the punishment, we ask. “You 
are publicly criticised by the party.

Gutendorf shows a flair for substitutions during the 
first match against Shandong Province at the Peking 
Workers’ Stadium. 

Gary Cole batters the Shandong defence into submis- 
sion when he comes on as central striker at half time 
and Phil O’Connor dominates the left wing after repl- 
acing John Nyskohus. 

After a shaky opening 10 minutes during which Gut- 
endorf leaves Ken Boden too far forward and thus con- 
cedes the midfield to Shandong, the Socceroos start to 
get the upper hand. 

Captain Jimmy Rooney is a human whirlwind but it is 
Steve Perry who deserves most praise. Perry has re- 
mained in midfield after doing a good job shadowing 
Franz Beckenbauer in the victory over New York 
Cosmos in Sydney, and he excels once more. 

When he returns to right back, replacing Kevin Mul- 
len, Perry cuts off Sandong’s main avenue of attack, 
blotting out winger Chang Tsong-fan. 

In the near-freezing cold Shandong takes the lead 
after 55 minutes when Australian goalkeeper Martyn 
Crook reacts too late to prevent An Chen from heading 
into the net. 

But Australia equalises within seconds. Rooney's 
corner goes to Perry whose cross is headed hard by 
Tony Henderson. Shandong goalkeeper Li Chong-wai 
spills the ball and Ken Boden rams it home. En- 
thusiastic roars and explosions of firecrackers greet 
Australia’s goal, just as they had greeted the goal by 
Shandong. 

In the 67th. minute Perry plays the ball forward to 
Cole who lashes a powerful low shot virtually through 
the hands of the goalkeeper to put Australia into the 
lead. 

Phil O'Connor scores the final goal after excellent 
lead-up work by Peter Sharne and Cole three minutes 
from the end. 

Sharne puts the ball into the net in an offside position 
just before the end, and there are many other scoring 
chances during play — three by Jankovics, three by 
Cole, two by Rooney, one by Boden.

Cole and Jankovics are the leading contenders for the 
central striker’s position. Eddie Krncevic rates only as- 
a substitute. Gutendorf feels Krncevic may lack ex- 
perience, He’s just come up from the youth team. 

So Gutendorf tells Cole and Jankovics they will play 
one half each in the next match, against the strong 
Peking team. 

“IT am giving both of them a chance. The one who 
wants the position permanently will have to earn it,’’ 
Gutendorf says on his way to training in the Workers’ 
Stadium. 

The weather has changed dramatically. Yesterday it 
was relatively mild. Today it is minus nine degrees. 

‘celsius. The wind cuts through you. It is so strong it 
blows corrugated iron sheets off the roof of the grand- 
stand. Crashes echo like gunshots through the arena. 

Two days earlier, at the same place, we had been 
bothered by mosquitoes. None today. Probably died 
from the cold. 

Cole and Jankovics, as well as all the others, miss 
easy chances during this training session. 

“If you do not score here you will never score,”’ Gut- 
endorf screams above the howl of the icy gale.

At another banquet — this one arranged by Austraiian 
tour leader Vic Tuting with the help of the Australian 
Embassy — the Interpreter strikes a snag when Gut- 
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endorf tells Chinese soccer officials their players must 
learn how to tackle. 

Apparently there is no Chinese equivalent of the 
word. 

The one the interpreter chooses after some hesitation 
also means rape. 

No wonder the bi-linguals are chuckling into their 
napkins. : 

Tuting announces at the banquet he has invited China 
to send its national under 15 team on an Australian tour. 
He now invites Chinese Federation president Li Fonglo 
to accompany the team. 

Inspired perhaps by the visit to Peking of Greek 
prime minister Constantin Karamanlis, Gutendorf 
assumes the role of statesmen and diplomat at the ban- 
quet, attended by the vice-minister in charge of ex- 
ternal sport. Lu Jindong. 

“My mother and father told me when I was a child 
that the Chinese were so poor that they couldn’t afford 
to feed their kids,’” Gutendorf tells the gathering. 

“I come from another part of the world and another 
political system . . . (at this point Australian embassy 
officials are starting to wince) - - . but I think your own 
system has made the Chinese people happier than they 
were before. (Noticable sighs of relief all round.) 

“Now everyone can feed their families and babies,”’

With colleague Peter Logue of Australian Associated 
Press, I leave the Australian party te visit the Peking 
Institute of Physical Culture on the outskirts of town. 

Australia has nothing to compare with this impres- 
sive complex which features: 

e 10 soccer pitches; o 

e a shooting range, 

@ three grounds for field events, 

e an indoor running track and gymnasium; 

@ 24 basketball courts; 

@ two baseball diamonds; 

e eight volleyball courts, 

e an Olympic-size indoor heated swimming pool and 
an outdoor pool that doubles as an ice skating rink in 
winter; 

e a river that will be widened and deepened for ro- 


wing. 

"Pounded in 1953 to cater for the Chinese sports boom, 
the Institute has 1500 live-in students of both sexes and 
1000 staff members, half of them specialist coaches. 

There are courses to train would-be sports teachers 
and p mes designed to improve the performances 
of outstanding competitors. 

During a four-year-course, a student does sports theo- 
ry, physiology, politics, a language and has to reach a 
set standard of proficiency in each of nine sports. 

China has at least 10 schools similar to the Peking 
Institute. 

Their most important function is not necessarily to 
mould champion athletes of today but to foster good 
health and to produce teachers and coaches with the ex- 
pertise to give China a steady stream of athletes who 
may become international champions of the future.

After a bruising 2-2 draw with the taleated Peking 
team, it is clear that Chinese players are no puny weak- 
lings to be brushed aside with ease. 

Gary Cole’s broken fibreglass shinguard is evidence 
that the Chinese are keeping well abreast of western 
trends. Their bone-crunching tackles are every bit as 
strong as those of the Socceroos. 

Gutendorf complains with justification about referee 
Tsao Jing-jien who is too slow with his whistle. awards 
scores of unnecessary free kicks, fails to award a pen- 
alty when Mark Jankovics is floored by a yellow card 
and shows John Coyne the yellow card . . - twice! 

Australia is hampered further by the cold of minus 
five degrees celsius but no amount of excuses can ex- 
plain away this inept performance. 

There is no cohesion between midfield and attack and 
marking is slack during Peking’s best raids. 

Only flashes of individual brilliance save Australia 
from defeat but even in individual play, Australia does 
not show the same skill as the Chinese. 

And as for general team work, Peking leaves Aust- 
ralia for dead. 

Australia can thank its lucky stars that it has Jimmy 
Rooney back after a two-year absence. 

He is the midfield maestro against Peking, as he was 
in the 3-1 victory over Shandong. 

With Steve Perry marking Peking playmaker Li Huai 
and Ken Boden spending much of his time in attack. 
Rooney is left as the only man moving up and down the 
pitch constantly. When the Australian defence is twisted 
into knots, Rooney appears to alleviate the danger. If 
most of the Australian moves break down, it is not 
Rooney who should be blamed. At least he starts most 
of them. 

Goalkeeper Martyn Crook also shows flashes of 
brilliance. He dives bravely at the feet of Li Huai who 
breaks away in the fifth minute and makes a spectacu- 
lar one-handed save from Hoy Yuang Shu at the half- 
hour mark. 

But Crook is lucky not to be sent off the field over a 
display of temper. In protest against an incorrect 
corner kick decision, Crook boots the ball towards the

Yet even these players can do much better, as they 
are to show in later games. 

As was the case against Shandong Province, Aust- 
ralia falls behind early against Peking when Tony Hen- 
derson turns a square ball from Shung Shian-fu into his 
own net in the 21st minute. 

Ken Boden equalises from a penalty awarded when 
pigs is fouled by Liu De-li five minutes before half 
time. 

Kevin Mullen replaces Bobby Russell and Gary Cole 
comes on for Mark Jankovics at half time. 

Cole's strength unsettles the Peking defence and his 
broken shinguard suggests after the game that someone 
was out to stop him at all costs. 

Tommy Cumming puts Australia into the lead after 
O'Connor has headed on a Tansey free kick but half- 
time substitute Li Fu Bao levels the score four minutes 
from the end with a powerful drive that deflects off Mul- 
len’s back and wrong-foots goalkeeper Crook.

Two of the highlights of our stay in Peking are visits 
to the Great Wall (three hours’ drive by bus) and Mao’s 
tomb in Tien An Men square, just down the road from 
the Nationalities Hotel. 

It is minus 10 celsius on the Great Wall, at the top of a 
steep hill, and we marvel at its magnitute, we to 
imagine the time and the lives that went into building it, 
as we look towards Mongolia in a gale so strong and cold 
that we find it hard to breathe. It was as a defence 


against the Mongolians that the wall was built. 

Tien An Men square is a hushed sea of grey and blue, 
the only-colors worn by the Chinese here in winter. 
Thousands are there, talking in hushed tones which fade

“There are some signs of western-style com- 
mercialism,'’ Nyskohus says. “‘For instance, we saw a 
big, colorful window advetisement for Sony televisions 
in a Shanghai department store. 

“That would have been taboo last time. The Chinese 
are evidently getting with it since Chairman Mao days.” 

Gutendorf names his team for the match against 
Shanghai. Captain Rooney, who has been taking medica- 
tion for a cold, is to be rested and replaced by Arno 
Bertogna, the 20-year-old centre back from Newcastle 
KB United. 

Tony Henderson moves from centre back to midfield 
and Steve Perry from midfield to right back. 

Both Jankovics and Cole will play Sharne is the third 
player tried out on the wing opposite that of Cumming 
whose position is unchallenged. In goal, Woodhouse re- 
places Crook.

Gutendorf kicks a ball onto the pitch in disugust, 
heaves a crate of soft drinks onto the running track and 
fines goalkeeper Woodhouse $50 as the Socceroos defeat 
Shanghai, the referee and two linesmen 3-2. 

Gutendorf and the players are disgusted by what he 
calls blatantly partisan refereeing. 

Indeed, referee Tsang Chi-ling is even worse than the 
inept referee who handled the 2-2 draw with Peking. 

Gutendorf dispenses with his usual ‘‘Circle of concen- 
tration’’ during which the players hold hands and chant 

motivating slogans. “‘We don’t need it,”’ he says in the 
dressing room, “1 don’t think this will be a very strong 
rae want you to relax and express yourselves out 
ere."’ 

But after four minutes Shanghai has taken the lead. 

Bertogna misses a tackle on Shi Chi-Kang who slips 
the ball short for Chu Yu-hong to score the first goal. 

A poor back pass by Tony Henderson almost results in 
another Shanghai goal but Australia equalises when 
Tommy Cumming cuts the ball back to Ken Boden who 
lobs it high into the top corner of goal in the 13th minute. 

“It takes us too long to get warmed up. Now we start 
playing — after quarter of an hour. This is rubbish,” 
Gutendorf mutters on the bench. 

Then the refereeing trouble starts. Jim Tansey is 
cursing out loud while running back after referee Tsang 
wrongly has flagged outside. ‘‘You're right, Tansey,”

There’s another bad offside call, triggering a fiery 
outburst from Gutendorf. ‘‘You idiot. It's impossible 
what he makes here. Incredible!”’ 

But there are also things that please him. ‘Arno is 
playing well. He’s winning everything in the air.” 
~~ “I'm very impressed with Steve Perry also,"’ he 
adds. 

But after another offside call Gutendorf is back on his 
feet, urging the players to protest en masse. They do so, 
rushing at the referee, but he has the poise to wave 
them away. 

In Chinese soccer there is a head referee, seated on 
the touchline, who has ultimate power and who arbi- 
trates on complaints by either side. 

Approached by the irate Australian coach, the head 
official concedes only that Tsang has made “a few” 
mistakes. 

“This team is stronger than | had thought,’’ Gut- 
endorf says in the dressing room at half time. 

“The referee is against us and so are the linesmen. 
They flag offside for everything, so when you have the 
ball, go through alone. It’s the only way."” 

Gutendorf still is fuming over Tsang’s disallowance 
of a goal scored by Henderson just before half time. The 
shot, from a free kick, gave the goalkeeper no chance, 
but Tsang ruled Cumming was marginally offside. 

Australia resumes with Eddie Krncevic at centre for- 
ward in place of Cole, and Phil O’Connor on for Janko- 


vics. 

Within a minute Shanghai loses its goalkeeper, Liu 
Won-bing, injured in a collision with Krnevic and 
carried off on a stretcher. 

Boden follows half-time advice, running alone past 
three opponents into the penalty area where he’s floored 
by an illegal tackle from behind. A blatant penalty but 
Tsang says it’s not. 

The last straw! Gutendorf storms to the head official, 
picks up a ball and in a grandiose act of defiance, boots 
it hard onto the playin:, pitch. 

He strides bak to the Australian bench, picks up a 


crate of soft drinks supplied byShanghaiofficials, walks -~~= 


onto the running track and throws 1t hard onto the 
ground. 

But O'Connor and Henderson combine to make Gut- 
endorf smile again. 

O'Connor holds the bajl well and crosses it to Hender- 
son whose low drive beats the groping substitute 
goalkeeper, Gao Wai-ping, to put Australia into the lead 
after 55 minutes. 

The Socceroos start playing their own version of 
aerial ping-pong. ‘That's the only way with these small 
Chinese goalkeepers. Beat them in the air,” Gutendorf 
says. 

A long cross from Tansey, best on the field, has the 
desired effect. Krnevic heads it down to Peter Sharne 
who scores to give Australia a 3-1 lead in the 66th min- 
ute. 

John Nyskohus and John Coyne come on for Cumming 
and Henderson and for a while it’s little more than a 
training game. 

Then more fire. Goalkeeper Woodhouse is fouled, 
loses his temper and throws the ball hard at an oppo- 
nent. Referee Tsang flashes the yellow card and Gut- 
endorf immediately has Martyn Crook warming up to 
replace Woodhouse. 

“Is he mad? In Europe you are sent off for such stu- 
pidity. | will fine him 50 dollars for that,” Gutendorf 


says.

We meet the president of the Asian Handball Feder- 
ation, an impressive Pakistani landlord who speaks to 
you like a king holding court. 

He tells us that underneath Shanghai is a network of 
bomb shelters big enough to accommodate the entire 
population in the event of war.

For the next match, against Tianjin, which flies down 
from its base near Peking, Gutendort drops Woodhouse 
and Bertogna over their indiscretions against Shanghai.

Krncevic, excellent when he came on as a substitute, 
is to be given the centre forward position ahead of Cole 
and Jankovics. 

Gutendorf considers giving Tommy Cumming a rest, 
but decides against it. ““Tommy has been excellent in all 
games. He dominates his flank completely,"’ he says of 
the tiny Victorian who has captured the public’s imagi- 
nation with his bullocking runs. 

Sharne holds his place although Gutendorf is unhappy 
with the winger's performace against Shanghai. 

“He's not efficient enough,’ Gutendorf says. ‘‘He 
gets into bad positions where it’s not easy to pass him 
the ball. We need a midfielder who can bring Sharne 
into action with those long balls that enable him to use 
his great speed. 

Maybe Joe Picioane is the man we need to provide 
that service.” Even after making allowances for the 
short time this squad has been together, Gutendorf is 
far from satisfied. 

“We are not able to control the game. We are ner- 
yous, we make wrong passes. I am concerned by the 
lack of skill of some players, especially Gary Cole.

Tianjin’s players threaten to walk off the pitch during 
a turbulent match which Australia wins 3-0, with all 
three goals coming from Eddie Krneevic in front of 
35,000 people at Hung Kao Stadium. 

The Chinese protest angrily to referee Sha Tsang Fa 
after Krncevic scores his second goal. They argue it 
should have been disallowed because when Jimmy 
Rooney started the move with a corner kick, the ball 
was not within the corner circle. 

Led by goalkeeper Li Gi-ming who is gesticulating 
wildly, the Tianjin players mob the referee and then 
race to the sideline to complain to the head official. 

When they fail to get satisfaction, some players stay 
off the pitch. Centre forward Chen Jing-gang tries to 
restore order by dragging goalkeeper Li away from the 
referee. Li runs to his own goal, picks the ball out of the 
net and boots it defiantly into the crowd. 

It takes five minutes to restore order and restart the 


game. 

Prskalo, Mullen and Krncevic are the stars of Austra- 
lia's victory. It is a better performance than the ones 
against Shanghai, Peking and Shandong Province, but 
Tianjin is no better than a moderate Australian State 
League side. 

The return of midfield general Rooney is what makes 
the difference. He is the only man with the poise to 
steady down the play. His delicate chips and his ability 
to win the ball in tackles are valuable attributes. 

in fact the entire four-man Victorian contingent — 
Rooney, Tansey, Cumming and Cole when he comes on 
as a substitute — is impressive. 

Gutendorf inflated their egos before the game by tell- 
ing them in private that they definitely would be in the 
1981-82 World Cup squad. They are the only players with 
such an assurance to this stage. 

Krncevic scores the first goal of his hat-trick in the 
fifth minute when he heads home a left-wing cross from 
Tansey. 

His disputed second goal comes in the 23rd. minute 
and the third by courtesy of the Chinese substitute 
goalkeeper, Wan Jien-an in the 54th minute. Krncevic 
shoots from 30 metres, and the ball bounces off Wan's 
chest and face, into the net. 

Sharne and Jankovics also have chances to score and 
Cole hits the post. 

Tianjin's attacks are feeble but it takes all the talent 
of Martyn Crook to prevent Ji Yu-bo from scoring with a 
header from eight metres in the second half.

It has been cold in Shanghai. The sun that greeted us 
disappeared as the cold followed us down from Peking. 

We hope for warm weather in Canton as we board the 
plane but although we do have a few pleasant days 
there, the cold from the north catches us here as well. 

lt is on arrival in Canton that we learn about who our 
opponents are to be in Taiwan. 

The first, we are told, will be ‘‘Taipei Banks,”’ pur- 
portedly the champion of Taiwan. This turns out later to 
be the Taiwan City Bank, which is not the Taiwanese 
champion as Taiwan doesn’t even have a regular lea- 


gue. 

Only one of the two games is to be against Taiwan's 

national team.

The Canton Hotel is gigantic. The landings on each 
floor are almost big enough for a soccer pitch. Mosquito 
nets hang over the beds but it is a noisy cat outside that 
keeps me awake most of the first night.

Local officials maintain that Canton is away in anoth- 
er town training for an international game against Hong 
Kong .. . in January! 

The Canton Army apparently finished 11th in the 
Chinese championship. 

_ One man who couldn't care less about the opposition 
is Australian captain Jimmy Rooney. 

Rooney, who turned 33 on the tour, is looking forward 
to his 8th game for Australia at the Viet Shu Stadium, 
which looks more like the Coliseum than a football 

round. 

He will thus overtake Attila Abonyi who played 88 
games, to move into second place behind Peter Wilson, 
Australia's longest-serving Socceroo, who played 115 
matches. 

_ Forty-five of Rooney’s total to this stage were full 
internationals and he scored seven goals for the Socce- 
roos. 

Barring injuries, Rooney should overtake Wilson’s 
record late this year or during the World Cup qualifying 
series in 1981.

Taipei and the ‘‘other China” is only an hour’s flight 
from Hong Kong by European airbus — very roomy and 
comfortable. 

The airport is named after Chiang Kai Shek, who fled 
to. this Island and formed an exile government when 
Mao came to power, . 

“China is the enemy,” a customs official tells us 
when we ask why he is tearing open boxes of presents 
Tommy Cumming has brought with him from Peking. 

Jade horses, ivory jewellery boxes and bamboo wall 
hangings are examined closely. 

“Have you anything from China in your luggage?’ 
That's al} the customs officials want to know. 

Then, horror of horrors, comes Mark Jankovics, 
carrying a shoulder bag emblazoned brazenly with 
*‘Jian-an Guest House — Shanghai.”’ 

They won't permit those subversive words to be seen 
in public so Jankovics has to turn his bag inside out! 

Soccer officials — all from the military — are curious 
about what we saw and experienced in China but they do 
not say whether they approve of our visit to ‘‘the ene- 
my.” 

Unfortunately the China experience seems to have 
been lost on most of the players. 

Only afew marvelled at the sights and sounds and the 
warmth of the people. On the train from Canton to Hong 
Kong, the others were singing: *‘Nothing could be finer

Captain Rooney and defender Ivo Prskalo — the only 
player to have completed the five tour matches so far 
without being substituted — are the men in greatest 
demand as we arrive to be greeted with garlands of 
flowers and TV cameras. 

For the first time the Socceroos’ glamor boy, Rudi 
Gutendorf, stands in the background as the Press and 
TV lavish their attentions on Rooney and Prskalo.

His five games against the Bank give him a total of 
nine in three matches. 

“Best striker in Australia — by far,'’ says his Mar- 
coni team mate Prskalo on the way back to the modern 
Sesame Hotel. 

Prskalo, veteran of more than 20 overseas tours with 
Yugoslav club Velez Mostar before joining Marconi, is 
Kmcevic's mentor. The young striker respects Prska- 
lo’s experience and achievements and he listens to the 
“old Man’s"’ advice. 

So he doesn’t take it lightly when Prskalo mutters: 
“Unbelievable how you missed those two chances."’ He 
is referring to chances from which Krncevic should 
have scored another two goals. 

Another of his Marconi team mates, Tony Henderson, 
had been saying all along that Krncevic has no peers 
among the strikers of Australia, but it’s taken the scor- 
ing feats of the past few days to give Krncevic No.1 
ranking ahead of Jankovics and Cole. 

Henderson, incidentally, and Cole, score the other 
two goals against the City Bank. Henderson injures a 
groin muscle shortly after his goal and has to be re- 
placed. 

Although the 7-) scoreline constitutes the Socceroos’ 
third-biggest win after the 9-0 against Macao in 1970 and 
the 8-1] against Combined Services in Singapore in 1967, 
it does nothing at ail for Australia’s pride. 

Most of the players are disgusted at having to play 
against a team of such a low standard. 

Gutendorf even advises his men not to go overboard 
with their scoring in the second half, lest no-one turns 
up for the full international against Taiwan. 

A crowd of only about 1500 is at the game against the 
City Bank. A sports reporter tells me it is a bigger 
crowd than soccer usually is able to draw. Baseball and 
basketball are the biggest sports here, reflecting the 
American influence, 

Of the City Bank players, who concede much height 
and strength to the Australians, only striker Sen Ur- 
cheung has above average ability, so it is fitting that he 
scores the Bank's only goal with a neat chip over Wood- 
house.

As Australia prepares for the final game, a full inter- 
national against Taiwan, Gutendorf hails left back Jim 
Tansey as the star of the tour. 

“He has been my best and most consistent player. I 
will rely on him heavily in our busy 1980 programme and 
in the 1981 World Cup Series,’’ Gutendorf tells me. 

Australia's strategy of using Tansey’s tireless over- 
lapping as the main avenue of attack, has been ex- 
tremely effective throughout the tour.

After the Socceroos and their unbeaten seven-match 
tour with a 2-0 victory over Taiwan, Gutendor! claims 
the Taiwan federation has joined Hong Kong and China 
in trying to lure him away from Australia. 

Gutendorf says the Taiwan Federation secretary, 
General Yang Yu San, had made him an offer and that 
in China, he was approached by top official Li Ling 
Chung. Hong Kong Federation officials also approached 
him, he says.

“But all were stunned when | told them that to get a 
top man, they would have to pay up to !!US150,000 a 
year,’ he says. 

“And anyway, I'm not available. I’m on contract with 
the ASF until at least 198)."" 

At dinner with General Yang after the game, Gut- 
endor! sits back smugly, basking in the success of his 
Blitzkrieg attacking soccer, which has given the Soc- 
ceroos six victories and a draw on tour. 

He scolds General Yang for the defensive way in 
which Taiway played against Australia. 

It is a frontal attack similar to the ones he made on 
the mainland where he told officials to put all their best 
players into the army where they would have more time 
to train, to pay them twice the average wage and give 
them cars as bonuses. 

“We attacked for the whole game, we hit the post 
three times, we were robbed of two penalties, we 
missed from four and five metres and we should have 
won by at least six goals,’ Gutendorf tells General 
Yang. "Your boys did nothing but defend. This is not 
good. 

“It looks like it is the nature of Taiwan to defend — to 
defend against maintand China, and so to defend on the 
soccer field. 

“You must kick your players up the arse to make the 
attack. 

‘Maybe you'll lose the first few games like that, but 
so whal? You're always losing anyway.”’ 

After berating Genera! Yang, Gutendorf strides up- 
stairs to the bar (where a bottle of Scotch costs $50) to 
impart some words of wisdom to “his boys’’ over a few 
victory drinks — the first he has allowed on the tour. 

“The way you played on this tour is not good enough, 
but it is a start,’’ he says. 

‘We must continue to improve to succeed in the 
World Cup qualifying games in 1981. 

“A player's life is short. You must give everything 
now. You can think of your wives and children later. 

“Now is the time for achievement and to earn money 
for yourselves and for the game and to realise national 
objectives.” 

He then gives the Socceroos his favorite slogan 
which, translated loosely, means: ‘It’s a hard road that 
leads to the stars." 

“We will follow that hard road to our goal — the 1982 
World Cup finals in Spain,” he says with a flourish. 

Australia’s strongest players against Taiwan were 
Ken Boden and Tommy Cumming who played half the 
game in midfield and half in attack and also scored on of 
the goals with a hopeful shot that went just inside the 
far post. 


Gary Cole, who replaced Peter Sharne at half time,..__ 


scored the second goal in the 74th minute after Eddie 
Krncevic had headed down a cross by Boden. 

Krncevic didn't get another goal, but his combination 
with Boden was excellent. Krncevic went for the ball in 
he air, and Boden was always there to feed off him. 

Only the woodwork prevented a further two goals by 
Boden and Krncevic. Jimmy Rooney also should have 
scored but instead of shooting hard from five metres, he

But we had only three days 
together before leaving for 
Singapore, whereas Iraq had 
been to Denmark and Sweden 
where they won two under 16 
competitions.

By 6 pm 
we had to rush him to hospital 
with a high temperature. He 
was kept in hospital with sus- 
pected typhoid until Sunday 
morning. 

Meanwhile, Clark Anderson 
was out with a broken bone in 
his hand, and so we were left 
with only two substitutes on 
the bench. 

1 was prepared for the final 
going to penalty kicks. I knew 


it would be close. We led at 
half time by one goal scored by 
Jim Patikas. Everything was 
working well in that half. 
David Watt received a lot of 
punishment and was limping 
when he came off at half time.
